ANOTHER APOLOGY 

Large crowds of straphangers were riding one 
particular subway train around on the system 
all Friday afternoon. Subway authorities soon 
learned that pranksters had replaced the regular 
audio recording on that train which announces, 
“please be careful of the closing doors and watch 
out for the gap between the platform and the 
train,” with another that played a sizzling x-rated 
encounter between a man and woman on a beach 
behind a waterfall in Maui. This second recording 
was seized and destroyed by our alert Hamptons 
Subway police at 8 p.m.

NEW SUBWAY TRAIN PROBLEM 

Three brand new subway trains built in Canada 
arrived by barge at the Montauk dock on Fort 
Pond Bay Thursday and were driven carefully 
to the Montauk Yards where all trains undergo 
Hamptons 
Mayor McKracken and’ Hamptons Subway 
Commissioner Bill Aspinall, with the media 
present, each made a speech and broke a 
champagne bottle on each cowcatcher to welcome 
the newarrivals, which replace three tired 20-year- 


the new trains that roared off on the straightaway 
toward Amagansett to “show what she can do,” 
which with its huge half million dollar engine, 
turned out to be a breathless 84 miles an hour. 
After returning to Montauk Yards, all declared it 
an amazing experience until one reporter noted 
that the three new trains replaced the three oldest 
trains on the system, but the remaining five trains 
with engines that only cost $83,000 are only a 
year old and only have a top speed of 47 miles an 
hour, which is just 3 miles an hour faster than the 
top cruising speed allowed on the system. 

“These new trains can’t go faster than 44 miles 
an hour without crashing into the train in front,” 
an eager young reporter noted. “Why spend 
$1.5 million for more powerful engines that 
consume so much more diesel per mile than the 
old when they can’t be allowed to go more than 
44 miles an hour?” 

As. Commissioner Aspinall said he hadn't 
thought of that, the reporters all immediately 
rushed to the payphones to call in this story 
about the waste of taxpayer money. The story ran 
front page on every paper the following morning. 
Commissioner Aspinall’s later explanation, which 
was that there was some reason for it, but he’d 
forgotten what it was, did not go over well either. 
We await more news.

WHALING REENACTMENT GONE WRONG 
The Hamptons Police Department Marine 
Patrol was forced to interrupt a historic whaling 
reenactment in the waters off Sag Harbor on 
Tuesday after self-proclaimed activists attempted 
to make a waterborne citizen’s arrest. Officers, 
who were there to make sure the event went 
smoothly, were incredulous when an inflatable 
Zodiac motorboat arrived and rammed the 
Hamptons Historical Association’s (HHA) 
restored 1846 tallship, intervening in what they 
believed was illegal whaling. 

“By the time our team saw what was happening, 
these zealous activists had already slung 
grappling hooks onto the ship and were climbing 
aboard,” HPD spokesman Rex Gallant explained 
on Wednesday morning. “Once topside, the men 
and women from the Zodiac started disarming 
HHA members of their harpoons and tackling 
them on the deck, all while calling re-enactors 
‘disgusting’ and berating them about the ‘sanctity 
of these beautiful animals.” 

A large swath of the community had braved 
the cold and boarded their own boats, or joined 


the HHA on the tallship, to watch the simulated 


whaling on Tuesday, but their excitement quickly 
turned to abject horror and total panic when 
they saw the HHA re-enactors under. attack. 
“Total chaos broke out on the ship,” Gallant said. 
“Apparently, the activists had seen a livestream 
on social media and had not taken the time to 
investigate the true nature of what they were 
watching. They were so pumped up to save 
a whale, these guys just reacted and sped off 
toward the action,” he continued, adding, “The 
misinformed do-gooders ran their own livestream 
from the moment they boarded their Zodiac, so 
we have quite a lot of video evidence from both 
the victims and the perpetrators.” 

Officers finally fought their way onto the tallship 


_and managed to get the situation under control, 


but not before several endured physical attacks 
from activists who somehow believed police might 


bein ona plan to flagrantly ignore the Endangered 
Species Act and Marine Mammal Protection Act. 
“This, of course, is not something the Hamptons 
Police Department would ever do,” Gallant said, 
recounting Tuesday’s incident. “These activists 
clearly meant well, but what they did is part of 
a wider problem—people need to stop reacting 
immediately and thoughtlessly to what they see 
on social media,” the HPD spokesman noted. 
“We're asking everyone to spent just a little 
time gathering all the facts before responding to 
anything online, whether they’re leaving a nasty 
comment or mounting a full-fledged, physical 
attack on other people.” 

Hamptons Police detectives are reviewing 
footage of Tuesday’s hullabaloo in order to 
determine who will be charged with what crime, 
Gallant explained. “I can assure everyone that 
nobody will be cited for illegal whaling.”

A Story a Day 


Writing a story every day for years

had dinner with Si Perchik, the poet, the 

other day. Si lives at Maidstone Park in East 
Hampton, and for as long as I can remember, has 
been writing poems every day. He doesn’t drive, 
so he takes the county bus to the East Hampton 
Y, writes there for a few hours, then walks to the 
Golden Pear and writes there for a few hours, 
and then walks to the library to write some more. 
He walks about two miles doing this. Then he’s 
home again by bus. He is surely the most prolific 
poet alive in America. His work, which has been 
described as highly personal and non-narrative, 
has been published in The New Yorker, The 
Nation, Partisan Review, Poetry, The North 
American Review and so many other places. He’s 
authored more than 20 poetry books. 

His early career was as a lawyer with poetry on 
the side here in Sag Harbor. He retired at 57 in 
1980, decided he could do without a car, and has 
been writing since. He’s now 96. 

“T don’t know,” he said when I asked him how

he puts words one after the other. “I just look 
at where I am in the poem, then there’s a word 
that just fits, so I put it in. When it’s done, I 
come home.” 

Si now lives alone. His wife and son have both 
passed. But he’s not lonely. He meets people 
during the day. And he likes poetry. 

I’ve been writing a story a day for Dan’s Papers 
for even longer than Si has been writing poems. 
And I, too, have been a vagabond, always looking 
to write in different places. I write at the beach 
in Sagaponack, at the Bridgehampton Starbucks, 
at the Southampton Library, and in the living 
room of my home on Three Mile Harbor Road. 
I write about whatever comes along. Humor. 


Local affairs. Crazy stories. History. And I’ve also 


written books, though not as many as Si. 


After I started writing my stories for Dan’s 


Papers all those years ago, my great aunt Bertha 
Klausner commented that I was apparently 
embarking on the same quest her father went 
on. His name was Jacob Adler, and for nearly 
80 years, 1897 to 1975, he wrote a daily column 
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under the pen name B. Kovner for the Jewish 
Daily Forward in New York City, only stopping 


when he died at the age of 102. He wrote humor, 


crazy stories, local news, history or whatever 
crossed his path. Reportedly he wrote 18,000 
poems and 30,000 stories. 
I am nowhere near that number. By my own 
estimates, I’ve only written about 15,000 stories. 
Here’s a story Adler wrote. It’s in a hardcover 
book of his collected works. 

“A rabbi teaching at a ease college chastised 
his students one day for going to a soccer match 
rather than studying for class. ‘Rabbi, come with 
us and you'll see what we love about soccer,’ one 
of his students said. So he went. 

“When the first half ended, he told his students 
he had solved the problem. What problem? 

““Give a second ball to the other team. If they 
both have balls, there'd be no more fighting over 
just the one,” the rabbi said. 

Bertha Klausner’s husband, Ed, who 
was a_ successful millionaire inventor and 
a. builder of tall buildings in Manhattan in 
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the early part of the 20th Century, told me 
many stories. 

At family gatherings, Ed would gather all us 
kids around and tell us stories about the time he 
fought the Germans in World War I. 

“My jobwas to guard the reservoir in Parsippany, 
New Jersey. I stood on the reservoir’s shore 
and kept watch. One night I saw the Germans 


sneaking slowly around the reservoir in single 


file, but on the other side. I only had one bullet. 
So I put it in my gun, bent the barrel so it would 
fire the bullet in a big circle, and BANG, it went 
around the reservoir, through the whole line of 
Germans, then all the way around back into the 
rifle soI could use it again.” 

Ed had invented something called an S clip, a 
small S-shaped piece of iron that held wooden 


floors suspended between I-beams while you. 


- poured concrete floors on top. When the concrete 
dried, the S clip would be broken with a hammer 
and the wood floors would fall away. It made it 
unnecessary to build temporary post-and-beam 
structures to hold up wood floors while concrete 
was poured on top. 

_ “Whenever a builder anywhere uses an S clip,” 
my mother told me, “Uncle Ed gets a penny.” 
Once when I was about 10, Ed invited me to 
join him in the back seat of his limousine while 
his chauffeur drove us to a real estate closing in 

Garden City. He owned much real estate in that 
town. On the way, here is what he said: 

“If the deal is being done in the kitchen,” he 
said, “don’t you be in the living room.” 

In his later years, Ed designed and supervised 
the building of my dad’s store, White’s Department 
Store on the circle in Montauk. Ed had suffered a 
stroke but supervised the construction by calling 
my mother every day from his wheelchair in 
Manhattan. “Did the trusses come?” he’d ask. 
“Look out the window.” Mom was in the old 
White’s Pharmacy around the corner. 

But here’s the most astonishing story. Ed and 

. Bertha lived in separate apartments across the 
hall from each other on the 12th floor of a 1920s 
era apartment house on the corner of Lexington 

- Avenue and 4ist Street. I remember visiting them 

there. Ed was “entertaining women friends,” 

my mother told me. Bertha, meanwhile, was 
running a literary agency out of her apartment. 

They'd been there a long time. But one day, 

the building got sold and the new owners were 

evicting tenants because they were going to make 

- it into an office building. 

One afternoon, Ed came home from his 
office, took the elevator up to the 12" floor 
and saw construction workers in. the hall 
wielding sledgehammers. At this point, Ed and 
Bertha, holdouts, were the only tenants left in 
the building. 

Ed stopped where the men were hammering 
through the wall to expose the steel I-beam inside. 
Ed took out a measuring tape, measured the steel, 
thanked the men and then went to Bertha’s 
apartment. “We're staying,” he announced. 

He then called the owners of the building and 
told them that the steel beams holding up this 
building were strong enough for residential use, 
but not strong enough for office use. 

The next day, the owners of the building were 
in the apartment with Ed and Bertha to tell them 
they had found a huge 10-room duplex apartment 
on Park Avenue at 38th Street and would pay for 
them to live there for the rest of their lives. They 
accepted the offer. 


Years later, I interviewed a prominent New 
York City builder who owned this building at that 
time and confirmed this story. 

“We had no idea your Aunt Bertha would live 
so long,” he told me. She was 58 when the offer 
was signed. Ed passed on but Bertha ran her 
International Literary Agency until she was 97. 
She passed on at 99. That was in 2004. (Her 
agency continued on for years after.) . 

Recently, I stumbled upon an essay published 
in Tablet magazine in 2008, written by Rebecca 
Spence. She wrote about her growing up amongst 
her famous relatives, one of whom was Jacob 
Adler. Here is what she wrote about Adler’s 
daughter Bertha. 

‘“My great grandmother—Adler’s daughter 
Bertha Klausner—was a crackerjack literary 


agent and the fiercely independent and forward- 
thinking family matriarch. Bertha entertained 
the leading writers, producers and performers 
of her day from her capacious apartment on 
38th Street and Park Avenue. She served 
up lunches of whitefish and brisket and 
inked book deals for her bevy of celebrated 
clients, among them Marcel Marceau and 
Upton Sinclair. 

“As a child, I instinctively gravitated toward 
this beatific woman with her huge bosoms and 
crown of silver hair. She fed me Entenmann’s 
chocolate cake, smothered me in mama-bear 
hugs and was known for her constant refrain at 
family gatherings: ‘All my great-grandchildren 
are geniuses.”

he Village of East Hampton is thinking of 

doing a complete remodeling of Herrick 
Park, the large public park behind the stores in the 
center of downtown. In it today are playgrounds, 
ballfields, tennis courts and walkways. Now there 
will be changes. A proposal made to the trustees a 
week ago got an enthusiastic thumbs-up. Parts of 
this project might get underway by spring. 

The plan calls for the moving of the tennis 
courts, the children’s playground, the softball 
field and the basketball court. Pickleball courts 
will be added. New walkways will be created. 

Wait. Did I say the softball field will be moved? 
Yes, the place where the single most important 
event in the park takes place every summer, 
the annual Artists and Writers Softball Game, 
is going to get messed with. The game has been 
played on the park’s softball field behind the Stop 
& Shop for nearly 70 years. It is a sacred location 
there. If it is to be moved, this is a very big deal. 

Who can forget singer Paul Simon leaping up at 
the left field snow fence to steal a home run one 
year and coming down to impale his back atop 
the wooden pickets of the fence. People rushed 
out to save him, but it was unnecessary. He 
was fine. 

Who can forget Bill Clinton umpiring behind 
the pitcher’s mound and calling balls and strikes. 
He did it in two different years, one before ‘his 
presidency, one after. 

Soccer legend Pelé played in this game. Woody 
Allen played in the game. Painter Jackson Pollock 
played in this game, as did Willem de Kooning. 


TV anchor Peter Jennings played, as did TV host 
Dick Cavett. 

Who can forget Alan Alda banging a bat on 
home plate after a pitch in the dirt was called a 
strike. Artist Larry Rivers played in this game. 
Actor Roy Scheider, comedian Chevy Chase, 
model Christie Brinkley, Broadway star Gwen 
Verdon, novelists Irwin Shaw, Avery Corman, 
E.L. Doctorow, .Tom Wolfe and James Salter, 
playwright Neil Simon, both Woodward and 
Bernstein, Kurt Vonnegut, folk singer Tom 
Paxton and hippie Abbie Hoffman, who stole first 
after a strike two was called on him at bat. Betty 
Friedan, a pioneer of the Women’s Movement, 
played short center field soon after writing The 
Feminine Mystique. 

In recent years, the game has featured 
sportswriter Mike Lupica at shortstop, Alec 
Baldwin in right field and investor Carl Icahn 
as a pinch hitter. Rudy Giuliani called balls and 
strikes at two of the games. And for years there 
were pitchers duels between Roy Scheider and 
New York Daily News owner Mort Zuckerman. 
One year US Supreme Court Judge Steven Breyer 
was the umpire. 

Besides the towering home runs over the left 
field fence and into the tennis courts hit by Marty 
Lyons, Tom Clohessy, John Longmire, Rudy 
Hoglund, Lee Minetree and many others, perhaps 
the most exciting play in any Artist-Writers game 
occurred the year Superman won the game for 
the Artists in the bottom of the ninth. 

About 300 spectators were in the stands. The 
game was tied, 6-6. There were two out and the 
late Christopher Reeve (Superman in the movies) 


was on second. Paul Simon hit a single through 
the hole into left field, Reeve took off, rounded 
third and headed for home, but the throw from 
left fielder Uri Berliner seemed sure to get him. 
At home waiting for the ball was catcher Roger 
Podd, and pitcher Mort Zuckerman who had 
drifted over. But when the two saw Superman go 
into his slide, they were still juggling the ball and 
so missed the tag. But Superman’s slide missed 
the plate. And he knew it, so he leaped up, ran 
over and stomped back onto the plate safe for 
the win. 

Yes, the Artist-Writers game will be moved, if 
this work starts soon, to a spot where the tennis 
courts are now. And the tennis courts will be 
moved to the hallowed ground where the game is. 

Say it ain’t so, Joe, as one of the fans cried 
out to Joe Jackson of the Chicago White 
Sox, accused of throwing the World Series 
in 1919. 

To paraphrase Lou Gerhig in 1937, who told 
the crowd, “I am the luckiest man on the face 
of the Earth” standing there on home plate in 
Yankee Stadium, many batters have stood by a 
similar home plate in East Hampton to enjoy the 
happiest day of their lives. 

And like the House that Ruth built, where 
DiMaggio and Mantle and so many others played, 
the Artist-Writers ball field has to stay. Or if 
it has to go to be removed, there needs to be a 
monument about it erected on the spot, even if 
tennis players run into it from time to time. It 
would read, well, frankly, I am too teared up to 
know exactly. eae 

I, for one, am not taking this lying down. ga

The Only President Ever to ce Spent Many Vacations at Gurney’ S

nly one president was ever driven from office 

by an angry public in the middle of his term. 
That man was Richard Nixon, a frequent summer 
visitor to Montauk in the 1960s and 1970s. Simply 
the threat of impeachment caused him to make 
that decision. He had done bad things and they 
were found out about. His party told him they not 
only did not have the votes to avoid impeachment 
in the House. They also told him that his party 
might not be able to summon enough Republican 
votes to avoid his being thrown out of office. 
Nixon chose therefore to simply resign before 
the impeachment proceedings got underway. 
He fled the White House in a military helicopter 
and soon returned to his home in San Clemente, 
California, his wife, Pat, at his side, where he 
defended himself in numerous lawsuits, wrote 
his memoirs, and eventually re-entered public 
life. After that he moved to New Jersey, where, 13 
years later, he died at 81. 

Nixon, the vice president from 1952 to 1960, 
vacationed at Gurney’s Inn in Montauk as a 
private citizen throughout the 1960s. After he 
became president in 1968, he continued to enjoy 
Montauk. People in town knew he was here, but 
he almost never appeared in public. For the most 
part he remained enjoying what Gurney’s had 
to offer while renting the oceanfront Skipper’s 
Cottage, which was always made available to 
him at that resort. The late playwright Edward 
Albee, who lived on the ocean several houses to 
the west, told me that he often saw Nixon and 
his wife strolling along on the beach, with half 
a dozen armed secret service men trailing along 
behind. He wrote his nomination acceptance 
speech for the Republican National Convention 


in Montauk in the summer of 1968. Besides 
Gurney’s, he often visited the Montauk Lake Club 
on East Lake Drive—the formidable waterfront 
castle on that road, halfway to the airport— 


-where two of his closest personal friends, Robert 


Abplanalp and Bebe Rebozo, both millionaires, 
were members. He sometimes went out to sea for 
cruises with Abplanalp aboard Abplanalp’s grand 
yacht, the Sea Lion. 

Severallocalsvisited NixonatGurney’s sncduding 


‘Perry B. Duryea—the Speaker of the Assembly in 


Albany who one year ran for governor and lost to 
Hugh Carey—also Town Supervisor Ed Ecker Sr. 
and assemblyman John Behan, all of whom were 
Montauk residents. 

For many years, the room where Nixon slept 
at the Lake Club was renamed for him. There 
were also plaques on the walls at the Lake Club 
and near the entryway and main dining room 
of Gurney’s for many years, including thank you 
letters on presidential stationary from the Nixons 
to Nick Monte, then the keeper of Gurney’s Inn, 
thanking him for their. stay and indicating they 
had a wonderful time. 

The plaques at Gurney’s were up until Nixon 
resigned in disgrace in 1974 during the second 
year of his second term, at which time it was 
thought the inn would be better off not having 
them up there. (I wonder if the plaques are now 


' back up. Time has passed. He was our president.) 


The way I see it, what Nixon did that caused 
him to resign was in many ways similar to what 
Trump did in Ukraine. He used his presidency 
for personal political gain and then lied about it. 
During the campaign for Nixon’s second term in 
1972, five men broke into the Democratic National 
Committee headquarters at the Watergate Hotel 
and were arrested. Their intention was to plant

listening devices so the Republicans could hear 
exactly what the Democrats intended to do 
in the run for president. Two reporters from 
The Washington Post, Carl Bernstein and Bob 
Woodward, looked deeper into it and wrote that 
one of the men had connections to the Committee 
to Re-elect the President. As the reporting and 
investigations went on, Nixon said he had nothing 
to do with this, but then it was revealed that Nixon 
had recording devices in the Oval Office so every 
utterance of his presidency.would be preserved 
for posterity. It was demanded that Nixon 
release the tapes, which he eventually did, but 
not before 181/2 minutes were erased (originally 
his secretary said she “accidentally” erased these 
parts while transcribing). Unfortunately for 
him, certain parts of conversations remained, 
where he discussed plans to interfere with 
the Watergate investigation and cover "up his 
administration’s involvement. 

Back then, truth was truth and everyone knew 
it. Today, truth is considered only a possibility 
and fiction is often presented as truth. The 
people who don’t like Trump keep pointing 
out the lies and people who like Trump say 
they know but just don’t care and will vote for 
him anyway. Go figure. © 

Incidentally, in 1962 and in the second: year 
of running Dan’s Papers, I got a call from Nick 
Monte at Gurney’s, who said Nixon was staying 
there and would I like to interview him. Nixon 
had just been defeated in a run for Governor 
of California. As a 22-year-old, I didn’t have 
much journalistic experience and told him no 
thanks. After the call ended, I thought, well, if 
he’s looking for publicity for the Inn, he should 
pay for it. I remember this well. I continue to 
kick myself. =

This Week's Cover Artist: David Tyndall 


he beach in winter is ubiquitous with Long 
Island, and this week’s cover by David Tyndall 
shows a scene locals are no doubt familiar with. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

Sagg Main is my family’s go-to beach. I’ve gone 
there as a child as far back as I can remember. 
My kids have spent every summer of their lives 
going to that beach. We visit their all times of the 
year. As beach lovers will know, the ocean and 
the beach is different every day. It has a special 
quality late in the day when the lifeguards are 
gone. The “No Swimming” sign is up and the 
beach is empty. I found the ocean seen through 
the structure of the lifeguard stand interesting, 
as well as the rusty nails and the wear-and-tear 
of seaside weather on the boards. This painting 
was my way of finding architecture to paint in an 
organic environment. 


How would you describe your artistic style? 

I’m a realist painter. I like the challenge of 
realism, and especially photorealism. There is 
something about getting to the point in a painting 
where you fool the eye into believing that it is 
seeing an actual image, almost a photograph but 
better because it was carefully constructed and 
formed with a brush and paint and the human 
hand. Sometimes viewers can’t understand why 
anyone would go to these lengths to reproduce an 
image because it is very time consuming but it is a 


personal battle between the artist and image to be 
successful or not. Sometimes I win and I think it’s 
successful and sometimes it’s not, but every new 
image is another chance to strive for that goal. 


Talk about your artistic process. 

I take many photographs of a subject that I 
find interesting. Back in my studio, I review 
what I have, looking for interesting compositions 
and cropping until I have something that may 
work for a painting also deciding on a scale that 
works for the image. Some paintings need to 
be grand in size for impact and some small and 
intimate pieces. At that point I prepare a canvas 
or board for painting. I'll transfer the image to the 
canvas with painstaking precision by a number 
of methods. I then spend many hours carefully 


going over the drawing until I have most of the 
information I need to work from. I work in oil 
and at this point I start to lay i in backgrounds 
and under-painting. It then is a slow process 
of adding and building up paint. For me, the 
last stages of finalizing a painting are the most 
gratifying, as it hopefully will get to the point 
where it “pops” and achieves the “photo-like” 
quality. I usually have a number of paintings in 
the works at one time so I can jump back and 
forth. Sometimes it’s the paint that needs to dry 
before continuing and sometimes it’s frustration 
that takes me off one and on to another. Some 
paintings come together easier than others! 


How did growing up on Long Island and in New 
York influence you as an artist? 

I grew up in Cold Spring Harbor on the north 
shore of Long Island. My dad’s family was from 


' Bridgehampton, so we always spent much time 


in Bridgehampton with my grandfather there. 
Always surrounded with history, in the land and 
the buildings of the East Coast, I was greatly 
influenced and could see the heritage of the 
area. I felt that it was important to recognize the 
history, and I could see it in everything.

Scott Bluedoxn Designs a New Era for East Hampton 


A nyone passing by East Hampton Village Hall 

is likely to see the village flag flying high just 
below America’s stars and stripes, but look a little 
closer and you'll notice it’s not the same flag as years 
past. The new seal emblazoned on the bright white 
banner has replaced the basic crest with familiar 
East Hampton imagery—Hook Mill, the beach and 
a seagull overhead. The charming design serves as 
both a commemoration of the village’s 100th year 
since incorporation and a shining example of East 
Hampton artist Scott Bluedorn’s many Hamptons- 
inspired works. 

Commissioned by Village Administrator Becky 
Molinaro Hansen and Deputy Mayor Barbara 
Borsack, Bluedorn assembled what he describes as 
-a “composite of drawings”—a collection of separate 
elements drawn by hand, then colored and arranged 
digitally for maximum visual appeal and readability. 
“I really enjoy working with people, bringing their 
ideas to life and making something that has a specific 
application, such as this,” Bluedorn says. “It’s one 
aspect of what I do in art. I really like to make my own 
work that has personal meaning, but also to work with 

people for that practical side of art.” 

Growing up in the Hamptons, art has always-been 
ingrained in Bluedorn’s life. From his childhood days 
through his years at East Hampton High School, he 
pursued his passion for drawing and hoped to someday 
make a living doing what he loves. The numerous local 
galleries and successful artists he knew assured him 
this dream was entirely achievable. In 2004, he made 
his debut at Guild Hall’s annual Clothesline Art Sale, 


where he’s shown his work every year since. Two _ 


years later, he founded the Neoteric collective and 
curated his first exhibition, featuring works by young, 
emerging local artists at East Hampton Studios. In 
2009, Bluedorn graduated from the School of Visual 
Arts in New York City with a Bachelor of Fine Arts in 
illustration, having learned more about why he make

art than about how to make art. “Developing technique 


_ isn’t really what they do,” he notes. “It’s more fostering 


what you already know and turning that into your 
personal voice.” Post-college, his artistic endeavors 
flourished tremendously. He opened the Neoteric 
Fine Art gallery, which showcased emerging artists 
for several years; had his art featured on labels for 
Greenport Harbor Brewing Company’s various beers; 
and displayed his works in numerous exhibitions and 
residencies across the East Coast. 

Inspired by surrealists like Max Ernst and Salvador 
Dali, Bluedorn’s drawings .and paintings 
present the world through a fantastical 
lens, often fusing sea creatures with 
nature and man-made structures. 
One such example is “Saltbox 
Stag,” an incredible feat of ink that 
combines a windmill with a panel- 
covered deer. “I’ve been drawing 
things that are reminiscent of 
this place, in terms of landscapes, 
and the windmill itself, which 
is architecturally an important 
part of [East Hampton] Village’s 
identity,” he explains. “That’s in a 
lot of my work—I'm riffing off the 
architectural style of the area, which is 
shingle style and all the old colonial building 
styles.” As a Hamptons surfer, the waves and the beach 
frequently appear throughout his body of work. “I’d 
say this place, in particular, has always influenced me 
in terms of landscape, identity and heritage,” he adds. 

Eager to experience art in all its forms, Bluedorn 
is consistently on the lookout for new techniques to 
try and mediums to explore, often augmenting and 


‘combining processes to create one-of-a-kind pieces. 


His diverse skill set includes collage, printmaking, 
found object assemblage, functional installation,

ceramics. Though he’s not quick to forget his first 
passion, claiming that drawing will always be his 
number one. “It’s so basic and fundamental on one 
level, but also endlessly versatile in terms of expression 
and what you can do with just a pencil,” he says. “It’s 
kind of like mapping one’s consciousness, in a way, so 
that’s what I really like about it—the fact that anyone 
and everyone can do it and have done it.” 

Not just anyone could draw the spectacular “Genesis 
Flux,” however. The massive 96” x 102” graphite 
sketch, hanging at the Parrish Art Museum 
through February 23, offers a glimpse of 
an unbelievable, yet entirely plausible 
future known as the Anthropocene. 


to imagine the piece, his largest 
to date, was birthed from -the 
artist’s stream of consciousness. 
“Sometimes things evolve 
organically,” Bluedorn explains. 
“T didn’t have a plan or idea—I just 
started drawing one thing, which 
led to another, which led to another.” 
No matter the medium or genre, 
what matters most to Bluedorn is the act 
of creation itself. “It’s not just self-expression, 
it’s really visionary. It’s what I think all people 
should do, because it helps you create a better world 
for yourself and for other people.” He continues, 
“That’s what art is to me—expanding ideas and 
consciousness, and turning imagination into a 
tangible thing.” @&

Matty Boudzeau Is Smokin at Green Hill Kitchen & Que 


here there’s smoke, there’s...jackfruit? 

The phrase will catch on, just give it time. 
Evolution, as a concept, moves slowly, its changes 
typically not apparent while occurring. But stand on 
the corner of ist Street and Front in Greenport, and 
you can not only see change in progress, you can 
actually smell it. And taste it. At Green Hill Kitchen & 
Que under the watchful gaze of Chef Matty Boudreau, 
there is indeed an evolution taking place. This is not 
revolution, but evolution, and evolution takes time. 

So does real authentic barbecue. The smoker going 
round the clock is working Boudreau’s magic on the 
ribs, pork, seafood and beef that are headlining the 
new menu, and the creative juices are flowing no less 
often as Boudreau and Green Hill Hospitality Group 
owners Christoph and Robin Mueller continue to work 


the idea of creating a place that is both destination - 


dining and everyday local at once, quality and comfort 
and a cool, easy vibe every day of the year. 

“It’s a missing component to an area where people 
like to come and be comfortable,” Boudreau says, 
seated in a cozy booth while the late January sky over 
Greenport Harbor melts into a red-orange splash 
that will shortly give way to sunset. “That’s why we 
have so many second-home owners, people relocating 
here—because it’s such a comfortable place. You have 
the water right here. A beautiful view—it’s an idyllic, 
picturesque place to live. There should be a place here 
where you can just come in and enjoy yourself, and 
it’s priced right with great food. We wanted to create 
a feeling that when you walk in the door, you feel like 
you belong. There’s nothing worse than walking into a 
restaurant and feeling out of place. 

“I've done the really high end, and I love it all,” 
he continues. “But the idea that good food has to be 
expensive is a farce. Some of the best things you’re ever 
going to eat are going to be somebody’s grandmother’s 
recipe, where she slaved over a stove for 12 hours 
and you eat porridge. Look at Bolognese—that was 
originally peasant food. Look at our brisket.” 

Yes, let's look at that brisket. Although you 
won't be able to merely look for very long before 
that fall-apart tender beef is on the fork and 
headed toward its final destination. If you want to 
say Boudreau has a signature dish, here is it. 

“The smoked brisket story that I’ve been able to 


put together, the roots of it, is a lot of Germans 
had emigrated to Texas, and they were butchers, 


‘so what they did was they took the off-cuts and 


ground it to make sausages, and they took this cut— 
which is actually the pectoral muscle of the cow—and 
made brisket.” 

Picture an artist describing how the vision for a 
particular work came to be, or a scientist explaining the 
inner workings of some discovery. There’s something 
beatific about the light around Boudreau when he 
starts talking about smoking and barbecue, and the 
mix of art and science, and passion and dry rub it 
takes to render it worthy of adoration. “This muscle is 
quite fatty, but it’s also quite tough—there’s a lot going 
on in there. And when you would use the method of 


— 


smoking, which is low heat, they would basically keep 
it locked in for as long as they needed to make that 
meat ingestible.” 

He laughs at his own word choice, a nod toward 
how far the practice of smoking has come. “Now, we've 
gone for the edible deliciousness here, but that’s how 
smoking came along, where brisket came from—it 
was poor man’s food. It’s quite fancy now, it’s not 
peasant food anymore, but it’s meant to be comfort 
food for everybody.” 

Key in on that word: everybody. 

“The menu is designed to have things everyone 
recognizes as comfort food. It is barbecue-centric, but 
the owners here are Swiss-German, so we have hints 
of some of that comfort food from the Alps”—think 
wiener schnitzel and spatzle mac and cheese—“and 
with my history growing up in New England, we have 
the hot buttered lobster roll.” They share billing with 
the tasty likes of a wedge salad and fried local calamari, 
hot and sweet wings and a house blend burger, burnt 
end chili and a grilled skirt steak. “You don’t have to 
use Google to try to figure out the menu.” 

You would, however; be forgiven at this moment for 
admitting that you’ve been trying to figure out that 
jackfruit thing. We have, after all, been chatting with a 
man who only moments ago referenced the book The 
Manifesto of Meat with almost spiritual reverence. 

“We wanted to make sure that barbecue is not just 
for the carnivores,” he says. “There are a lot more 
plant-based diets, a lot more vegans, and just people 
who simple want to be able to eat that way, even if it’s 
not all the time. Jackfruit—this is the fibrous cut of the 
core of that tree, not the fruit—is almost like a heart 
of palm. It has a tanginess to it. It looks like chunks of 
pork. We smoke it just like we do everything else here, 
we have a dry rub just for that, and we said, Let’s treat 
it just like we do our pulled pork. - 

“So we took our meat claws and ripped it apart, 
put on our Harbor Sauce—that’s my own hot sauce, 
tomato-based—and we treated it like a Carolina-style 
barbecue. Once we had a tasty protein that’s also high 
in fiber, we also wanted to make it all vegan, so we 
went with a different slaw, a jalapeno-radish-cabbage 
slaw that we do with a vinegar base, and that goes on 
a grilled bun. Simple, easy, it’s spicy and tangy and it’s 
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filling. Sometimes I'll eat a dish that’s vegetarian or 
vegan, and when I’m done it’s like, Okay, what’s for 
dinner? We didn’t want that here.” 

Although Green Hill Kitchen & Que is the focus 
at this moment, the group’s trilogy of Greenport 
restaurants are collectively undergoing changes, all 
offering an experience with and understanding of 
the diverse dining crowd and seasonal shifts that are 
the East End. “There are different crowds, different 
things that people expect at different times of year, 
and you always want to address that and be able to 
change while also being consistent,” says Boudreau, 
fondly recalling have learned this from his days at 
such locales as Vine Street Café and his own venture 
Locavore on Shelter Island, Baron’s Cove in Sag 
Harbor and most recently at Riverhead’s Preston 
House & Hotel, where he was Executive Chef for the 
restaurant’s first two years. A new menu is in the 
works at Anker as well as for Industry Standard, which 
will be “more Mediterranean,” Boudreau notes, “but 
were still going to have a burger that kicks ass. Being 
a tavern will still be a big part of it, with a great happy 
hour where you can get a burger and fries and a draft 
beer for eight bucks—again, it’s all about being part 
of the community, offering quality and a price point 
where people will come often and have a good time.” 
The concept of a good time at Green Hill Kitchen & 
Que goes beyond the menu to the overall feel when 
you walk in the door, the bright room and welcoming 
bar, the old guitars adorning the walls all around. In a 
few hours, the upstairs space will come alive in another 
aspect of its new identity, one that the North Fork has 
long sought. 

“Every single night we’re open, there’s a form of 
live music upstairs,” Boudreau says. “Even on a cold 
winter night in the middle of the week, when you could 
lie down in the street and not get run over, whoever 
is here can come in, have a really good meal and 
drinks at a good price, and have a good time. For our 
open mic, we've had people from the North Fork, the 
Hamptons, even Nassau County come here. We’ve had 
14-year-olds go up there and play, and people in their 
late 70s. It’s for musicians and people who love music. 
On the East End of Long Island, we’re always looking 
for something to do. We are dedicated to making sure 
there’s always something to do.” 

In addition to the music, Green Hill Kitchen & Que 
will host a comedy night once a month starting in 
May, “and we're working on some other fun ideas,” 
he promises. But it will all come back to Boudreau’s 
barbecue passion and the opportunity to expose people 
to its depth and character...not to mention, characters. 
' As a member of the Salty Rinse BBQ team, 
Boudreau leaves the East End each spring to compete 
in the famous Memphis in May World Championship 
Barbecue Cooking Contest, an experience that has 
allowed him to meet and build friendships with genuine 
masters of the craft. To that end, the Green Hill Kitchen 
& Que Pit Masters series will kick off the last weekend 
in March with two days of food and festivities— 
including an event dubbed Hog-a-Palooza—and there 
are plans for about six such installments throughout 
the year where Boudreau will invite chefs he has 
met and competed with from all around the country. 
Speaking of competition, he is fired up for another 
appearance in July at the annual Dan’s GrillHampton, 
where he has taken home a trophy each of the past 
three years and is already planning the path he hopes 
will lead to a four-peat. 

“Barbecue is a labor of love. Barbecue is something 
you do only when you're patient. You’re dealing with 
one of the natural elements—air, earth, water, fire— 
something you have to be patient with, you’re dealing 
with a more complex cut that you have to understand. 
The only way you can do it is through patience and a 
real affection for it. And I love what we are producing 
here, and how it will continue to evolve.” 4

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Exploxing the Afican Story on the East Fnd 


hile mainstream media slowly makes 
strides to tell more inclusive stories, the 
American education system is lagging behind. As 
it stands, most students can graduate high school 
and college having learned little to nothing about 
Africa’s history, key. players and rank as both the 
second fastest-growing region in the world and the 
youngest population, with 60% of the continent’s 
citizens below age 25. More importantly, young 
students are missing out on empowering, 
inspirational stories of Afro-descendants who've 
made great contributions to science, technology, 
art and music. Kofi Appenteng, president of Africa- 
America Institute (AAI), is working to correct 
this critical. curriculum shortcoming. As part of 
Bridgehampton Child Care & Recreational Center’s 
Thinking Forward Lecture Series, Appenteng will 
kick off Black History Month with “Equality Matters 
in the Hamptons” on Saturday, February 1 at 5 p.m. 
Born in Ghana, Appenteng’s parents enrolled him 
at a boarding school in the United Kingdom at age 5. 
There, he quickly learned that blending in wasn’t an 
option. “Most of the life I can remember, I was always 
different than the people I was in school with—I was the 
African in the class,” he remembers. “I was in schools 
where, if there was another Afro-descendant, it was 
probably an older or younger brother of mine.” As he 
grew up, he yearned for a community he could belong 
to, so when he discovered that African Americans 
had banded together in the Civil Rights Movement, 
he set off for Connecticut's Wesleyan University in 
1977. Appenteng spent 30 years as a corporate lawyer, 
investment banker and board director, and he was the 
first African to become the Ford Foundation’s Chair of

the Board. The Carnegie Corporation acknowledged 
his work in business and philanthropy by naming him 
a “Great American Immigrant” in 2013. 

When Appenteng became president of AAI in 
2016, he set out to increase engagement between 
Africans and Americans onissues of global consequence. 
His dreams for the organization grew bolder as he 
learned more about the men who founded AAI in 
1953—Dr. Horace Mann Bond, the first black president 
of Lincoln University, and William Leo Hansberry, a 
Howard University professor credited with creating 
African Studies in the U.S.—and their ambitions to aid 
African states struggling for independence with the 
help of supporters from the U.S. and Caribbean. “Lots 
of people all over the world are much more interested 
in Africa and Afro-descendants, in every sphere of life,” 
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he says. “It’s really opened up a lot of possibilities 
for what we can do.” 

AAI’s top initiative is to bring Africa and 
Afro-descendants into the core curriculum 
of schools in the U.S., Europe and even Africa, 
where much of the history continues to focus on 
European colonizers. “I’m really happy we have 
a Black History Month, because it’s progress, 
but it’s one month in the year,” Appenteng says. 
“No matter your background, if you want to be 
prepared for the world, you need to know about 
the world and your place in it.” He clarifies that 
much of the change needed in schools will not 
come from the federal government, it will come 
from impassioned teachers and parents who will 
lead their communities in preparing the youth of 
today to be inclusive global citizens. 

“I meet young people who are hungry for this 
kind of change, and I meet people who are 80 years 
old who’ve been arguing for these kinds of things for 
50 years. When I can get those kinds of people together 
and let them know that they’re not alone and that 
we can work together on changing things, it’s really 
satisfying,” Appenteng remarks. “I hope that through 
my work at AAT, I will be able to change some hearts 
and minds and get some change happening in local 
communities and local schools. If we can do that, I'll 
be really proud to have been part of it.” ga.

Mavtin Architects Wins AIA Peconic Daniel ]. Roman Design Award

IA Peconic, the East End chapter of the American 

Institute of Architects, presented their annual 
Daniel J. Rowan Design Awards on January 11. Among 
the winners were Martin Architects in the category 
Outstanding Achievement in Historic Preservation/ 
Adaptive Reuse for their work on the Sagaponack 
Farmstand project. 

Dan’s Best of the Best winner Martin Architects, led 
by Nick Martin, worked to renovate the property owned 
by designer Tony Woods after its purchase in 2015. 
The home was originally built in 1789 and purchased 
in 2015 by Woods, who sought to restore it to its 
original glory, free of the more flamboyant and garish 
expansions that had been added over the years. Martin 
worked to not only keep the integrity of the property, 
but add a sustainability element. Martin Architects has 
been green since its inception. “For me personally, as 
a human, that’s always been one of my interests. To be 
green is not simply adding solar roofs and geothermal, 
it’s considering the bigger picture of where materials 
come from, what is being demolished, where and how 
far the craftsman and supplies are coming from. And in 
this case it was very successful because we were able to 
use much of the existing structure and harvest 100% of 
the important elements of the house, but also to keep 
to the history of the house.” 

To preserve that history, according to Martin, “meant 
diluting and removing the additions that had come 
over the last several hundred years—the poor-quality 
craftsmanship, lesser and flamboyant design, and then 
create, in the end, a very well-constructed [project] 
with modern materials, harvesting all of the original 
material that we could, including keeping and lifting 
portions of the project and then having handmade 


windows and doors crafted in the original style using 
historic materials and keeping the scale and geometry 
to the original framers.” 

The process to restore the house to its historic 
roots is a very intensive one. “If you looked out it 
from the outside, you would say, ‘Oh, this is another 
Hampton traditional house, but it 
was in fact twice as much effort 
to consider these factors,” Martin 
says. “And the owner, Tony Woods, 
who is a craftsman and designer, 
did the interiors. It’s very key on all 
these factors and elements of historic 
reuse and adaptive sustainability. He 
deserves a round of applause, and 
also Ian Evans, the builder, was an 
important team member.” 

To the uninitiated, working on a. 
house built hundreds of years ago can 
seem like a daunting task, but Martin 
considers it an exciting challenge. “T 
live in a 1776 house that I rotated 
myself with my own firm,” he notes. 
“I finished a 20,000-square-foot 
house in Baltimore where 16—18,000 
existing feet [of the original were 
used]. I have quite the experience in historic reuse and 
I worked in the city with Gwathmey Siegel & Associates 
Architects, who had some history of that. I have to have 
enough effort and time and the client has to realize 
what it involves. It’s a very positive experience and one 
I recommend.” 

Martin is also the co-chair of the Sagaponack 
Architectural and Historic Review Board, and often sees

demolition projects that he considers “unfortunate,” 
noting that there are ways to modernize without 
demolishing these older structures. He points to a 
project he completed on Daniels Lane in Sagaponack. 
that involved attaching a modern structure to the 
original house. “I showed [the client] there was actually 
value to the existing house,” he 
says. “When you drive you can 
go underneath it and there’s an 
underground garage. The steel 
is exposed and was lifted and 
used structurally to hold it over 
the foundation. We kept it as 
sort of a viewpoint or a graphic 
explanation of the process.” 

In the end, Martin is most 
proud of “keeping an artistic 
brush on something that could 
have been quite ordinary. If 
you look at the geometry and 
form we were able to produce in 
the very end, it really does look 
historic, but to me it’s a creative 
and energized elevation and 
series of structures. I was really 
proud that the team here, project 
architect Amelia Steelman particularly, handled it 
very well.” He believes strongly in the integrity of the 
East End’s beautiful old homes and hopes clients will 
consider restoration. “To do a project in a way that is 
special takes time and energy and a lot of love,” Martin 
says, “and that’s what we try to do with every project, 
to give it a special energy and special effort.”
